Sir, 

I have the honour to submit the Annual General Abstracts 
of the Agricultural Statistics for Ireland, which give, by Counties 
and Provinces, the acreage under Crops, and the numbers and 
classes of Live Stock in Ireland in 1908. 

It should be stated that in order to make public at the earliest 
date the information obtained, the figures presented in this 
return are unrevised. A revised return will be issued as in 
former years in connection with the estimated yield of crops. 

The main changes in 1908 as compared with 1907 are: — 

(1) a decrease in the area of corn crops, especially barley ; 

(2) a decrease in the area of potatoes and an increase in 

turnips and mangels ; 

(3) a marked decrease in the area of flax ; 

(4) an increase in the area of hay ; 

(5) a large increase in the number of cattle and sheep, an 

increase also in horses, and a considerable decrease 
in the number of pigs. 

The Report is divided into two sections : I. Area of land and 
crops, and (II.) Number of live stock.

In Leinster there is a decrease of 18,146 acres, equal to 2 9 
per cent, of the acreage of corn and green crops in that province; 
in Ulster a decrease of 17,040 acres, equal to 1'8 per cent.; in 
Munster a decrease of 4,783 acres, equal to 0'9 per cent. ; in 
Connaught there is a net increase in corn and green crops of 
396 acres, or 0'1 per cent.

Wheat. — The decrease of 1,481 acres represents 39 per cent 
of the total area of wheat. There is a decrease of 966 acres in 
Munster, of 490 acres in Ulster, and of 36 acres in Connaught. 
In Leinster there is an increase of 1 1 acres. The decrease in area 
is most marked in Down, Wexford, Kilkenny, South Tipperary, 
and Limerick, while the greatest increase is in Kildare, Queen’s 
County, Westmeath, and Armagh. 

Oats. — The decrease of 14,907 acres in oats represents 1'4 per 
eent. of the total area of oats. In Leinster there is a decrease of 
3,805 acres; in Munster of 1,958 acres; in Ulster of 7,174 acres; 
apd in Connaught of 1,970 acres, The decrease is most marked 
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ill Carlow, Wexford, North and South Tipperary, Armagh, 
Cavan, Down, and Monaghan. On the other hand, in several 
counties the area of oats has increased, notably in West Cork, 
Louth, Londonderry, and Donegal. 

Barley. — The decrease in the area of barley amounting to 
1C, 001 acres or 9*4 per cent, of the total area of the crop has 
taken place in Leinster and Munster. In Leinster the acreage 
has fallen from 121,515 acres to 108,179— a decrease of 13,336 
acres or 11*0 per cent. — the fall in the acreage being considerable 
in Wexford, Carlow, Kilkenny, King’s County, Queen’s County, 
and Kildare. In Louth — the only other large barley growing 
county of Leinster — the acreage has remained almost the same 
as in 1907. In Munster the acreage in 1908 amounts to 37,708 
acres as compared with 40,539 in 1907— a decrease of 2,831 
acres or 7*0 per cent. The decrease has taken place chiefly in 
Tipperary, and to a less extent in Cork. In Ulster the area of 
barley in 1908 is 5,527 as compared with 5,515 in 1907, an 
increase of 12 acres. In Connaught the area is 2,831 acres as 
compared with 2,677 in 1907, an increase of 154 acres. 

Rye • — The area of rye has fallen from 8,868 acres in 1907 to 
8,039 in 1908, a decrease of 829 acres or 9*3 per cent. The 
decrease has taken place in all provinces. In a few counties an 
increase in the area is shown, notably Kerry and Sligo, but 
generally the area of this crop is shrinking. 

Beans and Pease.— The area of beans in 1908 is 1,787 
acres as compared with 1,835 acres in 1907, a decline of 48 
acres. There is a decrease of 109 acres in Wexford — the only 
county outside Ulster in which a considerable area of beans is 
grown. In Ulster there is an increase of 72 acres, chiefly in county 
Londonderry. The total area of pease in 1908 is 296 acres as 
compared with 324 acres in 1907, a decrease of 28 acres. The 
decrease has taken place in Leinster. In Ulster, where the great 
part of the crop is grown, there is an increase of 26 acres.

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Potatoes.— The total area of potatoes in 1908 is 587,230 
acres as compared with 590,998 acres in 1907, a decrease of 
3,768 acres or 0’6 per cent. There is a decrease in Leinster of 
2,381 acres, in Munster of 2,313 acres, and in Connaught of 409 
acres. In Olster there is an increase of 1,335 acres. In Leinster 
the decrease is seen chiefly in Carlow, Kilkenny, King’s, Queen’s, 
and Wexford. There is an increase in the area of potatoes in 
Dublin, Kildare, Louth, and Meath. In Munster there is a de- 
crease in all the counties, but chiefly in Clare, Limerick, and 
Tipperary. In Dlster the increase is mainly in the counties of 
Down, Tyrone, and Londonderry. On the other hand, there is 
a decrease in several Ulster counties, especially in Antrim, 
Cavan, Donegal, and Monaghan. In Connaught there is an 
increase in Mayo and Sligo, but a decrease in Galway, Leitrim, 
and Roscommon. 

Turnips.. — The total area of turnips in 1908 amounts to 
278,954 acres, as, compared with 275,092 acres m 1907 — an in- 
crease of 3,862 acres or 1 '4 per cent. This increase has taken 
place in all four provinces amounting to 629 acres in Leinster, 
527 acres in Munster, 1,463 acres in Ulster, and 1,243 acres in 
Connaught. 

Mangels. — The area of mangels in 1908 is 72,078 acres as 
compared with 67,100 acres in 1907 — an increase of 4,978 acres 
or 7 ’4 per cent. 

There is an increase of 2,043 acres in Leinster, of 2,193 acres 
in Munster, and of 1,034 acres in Connaught. In Ulster there is 
a decrease of 292 acres. 

Cabbage. — The area of cabbage in 1908 is 39,147 acres as 
compared with 38,259 acres in 1907 — an increase of 888 acres or 
2'3 per cent. There is a decrease of 479 acres in Leinster, hut 
an increase of 445 acres in Munster, of 82 acres in Ulster, and of 
840 acres in Connaught. 

Minor Green Crops. — The area under carrots has decreased 
by 161 acres. There is an increase of 10 acres in beetroot, of 48 
acres in parsnips, of 65 acres in vetches, and a decrease of 388 
acres in rape. “ Other Green Crops,” i.e., such as are not 
specified among the foregoing, show an increase amounting to 
280 acres. 

Flax. 

The area under flax is 46,921 acres in 1908 as compared with 
59,659 acres in 1907 — a decrease of 12,738 acres or 21'4 per cent. 
The decrease is general throughout the flax-growiDg counties. 
In Antrim there is a decrease of 1,246 acres, in Armagh of 1,201 
acres, in Donegal of 1,660 acres, in Down of 2,599 acres, in 
Londonderry of 2,783 acres, and in Tyrone of 1,791 acres. 

Fruit. 

The total area of fruit is returned in 1908 at 12,129 acres, as 
compared with 11,449 acres in 1 907 — an increase of 680 acres, or 
5 '9 per cent. There is a slight increase in the area in Leinster 
and Munster. In Ulster there is an increase of 602 acres, 369 
acres of this amount being in Armagh, and 106 acres in Down. 
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Summaries of Crops by Provinces. 

The following summary shows the main, changes in the area 
of com and green crops, flax, and fruit, by Provinces : — 

In Leinster there is a decrease of 17,577 acres in corn crops. 
There is a decrease of 13,330 acres in barley, and of 3,805 acres 
in oats, and an increase of 11 acres in wheat. In green 
crops there is a net decrease of 605 acres. There is an increase 
of 2,013 acres in mangels and 629 acres in turnips, but there is a 
decrease of 2,381 acres in potatoes. There is also a decrease in 
cabbage and in the other smaller green crops. The area of fruit 
shows a small increase of 59 acres. 

In Munster the area under corn crops has decreased by 5,801 
acres, there being a decrease in barley of 2,831 acres, in oats of 
1,958 acres, and in wheat of 966 acres. Kye also shows a slight 
falling off. In green crops there is a net increase of 913 acres; 
mangels increased by 2,193 acres, turnips by 527 acres, and 
cabbage by 415 acres. On the other hand potatoes decreased by 
2,313 acres. The minor green crops show fluctuations, some 
increasing, others decreasing. There is an increase of 22 acres 
in the area under flax, and of 83 acres in the area under fruit. 

In Ulster there is a decrease of 7,901 acres in corn crops, oats 
falling by 7,174 acres, wheat by 490 acres, and rye by 341 acres. 
There is a slight increase in barley, beans, and peas. In green 
crops there is an increase of 2,989 acres, potatoes having increased 
by 1,335 acres, turnips by 1,463 acres, vetches by 123 acres, and 
cabbage by 82 acres. M angels show a falling off of 292 acres. 
In flax there is a heavy fall — the area in 1908 being 46,687 acres 
as compared with 59,414 acres in 1907 — a decrease of 12,727 
acres. In fruit there is again a considerable increase, amounting 
to 602 acres. 

In Connaught the area under com crops has decreased by 
2.017 acres. There is a decrease of 36 acres in wheat, of 1,970 
acres in oats, and of 203 acres in rye. There is an increase of 
151 acres in barley. In green crops there is an increase of 
2,517 acres. There is a decrease of 409 acres in potatoes, but an 
increase of 1,243 acres in turnips, and of 1,034 acres in mangels. 
There is also an increase of 840 acres in cabbage. 

Changes in County Tillage Areas. 

While the total figures for Ireland in 1908 show a decrease in 
the acreage under com and green crops, flax and fruit, in several 
counties the acreage is larger than in the preceding year. In 
Leinster, in the counties of Dublin, Louth, Meath, and Wicklow, 
there is an increase both in com and green crops. 
r In Munster there is an increase in Clare, West Cork, and 
Kerry, both in corn and in green crops. 

In Ulster no county shows an increase this year in the area of 
corn and green crops including flax. In Donegal and London- 
derry there is an increase in com and green crops, but this is 
more than equslled by the decrease in the area of flax in those 
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counties. Similarly in Down and Tyrone where there is a de- 
crease in corn crops but a considerable increase in green crops, 
the net increase is more than equalled by the decrease in the 
area of flax. 

In Connaught there is a decrease in all the counties in corn 
crops, but there is an increase in green crops in Mayo, Galway, 
and Sligo, greater in each case than the decrease in corn crops.

The total area of hay in 1908 is returned a.s 2,802,760 acres as 
compared with 2,281,818 acres in 1907— an increase of 21,442 
acres, or 0'9 per cent. As will be seen from the following Table 
there is a decrease in first year’s hay, a considerable increase in 
second and third year’s hay, and a slight decrease in hay from 
permanent meadow

The area under hay has increased in Ulster, Connaught and 
Munster, while Leinster shows a decrease. 
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Pasture. 

The area of pasture, including mountain grazing, is returned 
as 12,502,286 acres, as compared with 12,433,095 acres— an 
increase of 69,191. The great part of this increase is due to a 
larger area of turf bog, marsh, and mountain being returned as 
grazed in 1908 as compared with 1907. In this connection it 
should be remembered that there are certain areas which it is 
always difficult to classify, and which one year may be returned 
as “ grazed ” land, and another year may be returned as turf 
bog, or barren mountain, but the grazing value of these ai'eas is 
small, and the important increase or decrease in pasture is the 
extent to which the area of crops and of hay has increased or 
decreased. 

In 1908 there is a net decrease in the area of corn and green 
crops, flax, and fruit of 39,573 acres, and an increase in hay of 
21,442 acres, leaving a net decrease of 18,131 acres, which may 
be said to represent the increase in the extent under pasture in 
1908, leaving out of account the rough grazing land. 

II.— LIVE STOCK. 

There is an increase in 1908 in horses, cattle, and sheep. 
There is also an increase in mules, jennets, and asses. There is 
a decrease in pigs, goats, and poultry. The following are the

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The number of milch cows, including heifers in calf, is 
1,586,297, showing an increase of 24,831 as compared with 
1907. The number returned in 1908 is the largest recorded 
since 1860. 

Sheep. — The total number of sheep has increased in all four 
provinces, viz., by 138,771 in Leinster, 88,239 in Munster, 
35,408 in Ulster, and 50,596 in Connaught — making a total in- 
crease for Ireland of 313,014. 

Pigs. — The number of pigs shows a decrease of 99,305. Much 
the largest decrease is in Ulster, viz., 80,945. There is also a 
decrease of 15,354 in Leinster and of 11,669 in Connaught. 
There is an increase of 8,663 in Munster. 

Goats. — There is a decrease of 1,093’ in the number of goats. 

Poultry. — The number of poultry returned in 1908 amounts 
to 24,030,099 as compared with 24,326,995 in 1907. In Munster 
the number returned is 5,652,577, in Leinster 5,016,251, in 
Ulster 8,943,925, and in Connaught 4,417,346. The decrease in 
the figures of 1908 as compared with 1907 has taken place 
chiefly in Ulster and to a less extent in Leinster. There is an 
increase in the numbers returned from Munster and from 
Connaught. The decrease in the total number has taken place 
in all classes of poultry, but chiefly in turkeys, as may be 
seen from the following table which gives the numbers ol the 
different classes of poultry in 1907 and 1908 :■ —
